THE PUBLIC HEALTH.

Matters at Staten Island—Dore of the Arrests
of the Demolishers of the Barricade—No
New Excltement,

There are but one or two additional facts to be noted
touching ocourrences yesterday at £ aten Island., AL
Custleton, sentinels are still retained to keep watch at
the Quarauiine Horpital gate and slong the walls, There
are ten keotinels fa all, who alternate in thelr duties
keeping up watch day and pight.  As partiss are per
witted by the sentinela to pass froely in and out of the
bospital gate, the utility of coolinuing them cn doly is
questioned by some. Although they do mot pretead o
the exercise of any power In preventing any oue pa=sing
who bas come through the gate from within the hospital
enclosure, they, however, are rigid lo probibiing aay
one from scaling the walls [rom withia or without. Moan-
time, it 14 proper to note tn this convection that a state
ment made o Saturday’s Hxnain, that perfect freedom
of ingress and egress was permitted through the hospital
gate, referred only to such permission being given oo
the part of these outside sentiools. IL was under-
